U.S.  in  Good 
Shape  JFK 
Tells  Solons 

WASHINGTON,  (UPI)— Here 
in  President  Kennedy’s  own 
words  is  his  summary  of  the 
State  of  the  Union: 

...  I can  report  to  you  that 
the  state  of  this  old  but  youthful 
Union,  in  the  175th  year  of  its 
life,  is  good. 

IN  THE  world  beyond  our  bor- 
ders, steady  progress  has  been 
made  in  building  a world  of  or- 
der. The  people  of  West  Berlin 
remain  both  free  and  secure.  A 
settlement,  though  still  precari- 
ous, has  been  reached  in  Laos. 
The  spearpoint  of  aggression  has 
been  blunted  in  Viet  Nam.  The 
end  of  agony  may  be  in  sight  in 
the  Congo.  The  doctrine  of  Troi- 
ka is  dead.  And,  while  danger 
continues,  a deadly  threat  has 
been  removed  from  Cuba. 

At  home,  the  recession  is  be- 
hind us.  Well  over  a million  more 
men  and  women  are  Working  to- 
day than  were  working  two  years 
ago.  The  average  factory  work 
week  is  once  again  more  than  40 
hours;  our  industries  are  turning 
out  more  goods  than  ever  before, 
and  more  than  half  of  the  manu- 
facturing capacity  that  lay  silent 
and  wasted  100  weeks  ago  is 
humming  with  activity. 

BUT  WE  cannot  be  satisfied  to 
rest  here.  This  is  the  side  of  the 
hill,  not  the  top.  The  mere  ab- 
sence of  war  is  not  peace.  The 
mere  absence  of  recession  is  not 
growth.  We  have  made  a begin- 
ning— but  we  have  only  begun.

JFK  Proposes  Tax  Cut; 
Individuals  Benefit  6% 


WASHINGTON,  (UPI)— Pres- 
ident Kennedy  asked  Congress 
Monday  for  a record  three-year 
$10  billion  tax  cut,  the  biggest 
single  tax  reduction  in  the  na- 
tion’s history.  It  would  be  ac- 
companied by  a slash  in  all  fed- 
eral spending  except  for  defense 
and  space. 

INITIAL  Congressional  reaction 
indicated  that  he  has  belter  than 
a 50-50  chance  of  getting  the  re- 
duction this  year. 


taxable  income  (after  deductions 
and  exemptions)  to  a high  of  91 
per  cent  on  that  portion  of  tax- 
able income  in  excess  of  $200,000 
($400,000  for  married  couples.) 

UNDER  Kennedy’s  program 
the  rates  would  range  from  a low 
of  14  per  cent  to  a high  of  65 
per  cent. 

The  present  20  per  cent  rate 
applies  to  the  first  $2,000  ($4,000 
for  married  couples).

DIRECTOR  Clinger  urged  those 
wishing  to  see  the  play  to  get 
their  tickets  early  because  the 
play’s  popularity  as  an  outstand- 
ing comedy  speaks  for  itself. 

“Those  who  see  the  play  \yill 
long  remember  it  as  an  evening 
of  gaiety  and  laughter.

He  proposed  a net  reduction  of 
$10  billion  in  individual  and  cor- 
porate taxes  over  the  next  three 
years,  beginning  with  a $6  bill- 
ion bite  in  1963.

This, 
he  said,  would  help  create  two 
million  jobs  a year  and  boost 
purchasing  power  of  American 
families  and  businesses. 

“THIS  country  cannot  afford 
to  be  materially  rich  and  spirit- 
ually poor.”  He  renewed  his  ap- 
peal for  medical  care  for  the  re- 
tired based  on  Social  Security, 
youth  assistance  through  a do- 
mestic peace  corps,  civil  rights, 
aid  to  public  transportation,  an 
end  to  snowballing  farm  storage 
and  stockpiling,  more  parks  and 
recreational  areas. 

“I  foresee  no  spectacular  rever- 
sal in  Communist  methods  or 
goals.”  Kennedy  said  this  means 
the  Free  World  has  no  choice  but 
to  keep  its  arms  nearby.  It  means 
a U.  S.  Defense  budget  of  more 
than  $15  billion  in  1963,  while 
working  harder  for  disarmament, 
“honorable  negotiation”  and  the 
United  Nations.
